N Saturday July 26. Mr. Conelly made a 

Report from the Committee of the Houfe 

of Commons appointed to infpe& the pub- 
lick Accounts of the Nation: which Report is as fol- 
loweth. 

In Obedience to the Order of this Houfe the 
Committee for taking into their Confideration the 

blick Accounts of the Nation, have met and di- 
vided themfelves into feveral Sub-Committees, to 
give the quicker Difpatch co that great Affair com- 
mitted ro their Charge, arid have (as fully as the time 
granted would allow them) examined the Particulars 
following. (Which were deliver'd in at the Table 
and read.) 

No, 1. The feveral Reports relating to the Ac- 
counts of Imports and Exports and all other Branches: 
of the Revenue from Michaelmas 1705, to Michael- 
mas 1707, 

Ne, or The feveral Reports relating to the Par- 
ticular Sums paid by the Queen’s Letters, &c. 

No, 3. The Report upon the Account of Bar- 
racks, 

No. 4.. The Report relating to the Ordnance. 

No. 5. The Report upon infpecting the Ballance 
of the laft Account. , 

No. 6. The Report upon the particular times 
when the Officers and Soldiers were taken off the 
Eftablifhment, and when others were put on. 

No.7. The Refolutions upon Reading the laft 
Eftablihment of the Year 1704. there being no 
other produced. 

Upon the whole the Committee obferve. 

That the Publick Accounts laid before the Houfe 
and referr’d to this Committee, are in fo confus’d a 
Manner and Method that they create a very great 
Trouble and Difficulty ; and no Account brought to 
Ballance ; and tho’ the Publick Officers have been 
cal'd upon, and demanded why the Accounts of 
the Nation are not brought toa Ballance, they fay 
itis not their Bufinefs. 

The Committee are humbly of Opinion that the 
Houfs be moved, that a proper Officer be appointed 
who may ftand oblig’d to Ballance the Accounts of 
the Nation, and lay them before the Houle in a juft 
and proper Method. 

Your Committee have ordered me to report the 
Eftate of the Account Currant of the Debt and 
Credit of the Nation as it appear’d to them by the 
feveral Papers that were deliver'd into this Houfe 
by the proper Officers, and that this Committee 
have thought fit to carry the Account forward to 
Michaelmas next, the feveral Particulars of which 
Debt and Account the fhortnefs of the Time will 
not allow them ftri@ly to examine.

Pratt, Deputy Receiver-General the 12th of July- 


1707. there is returned due to the Civil and Military 
Lift at Midfummer 1707, the Sum of 129916 1... 
4s. 1d. 5-8. 

By the general View laid before the Houfe by 
Thomas Keightley Efq; the 12th July Inftant, 
Entituled a general View of the Account currant 
of Her Majefty’s Revenue in Ireland for fix Months, 
ending Midfummer 1707, there is regurn’d in Cah 
and folvend Arrears, 98400 1. 

Which being deducted, the Nation was return’d 
by the faid Account to be indebted at Midfumer 
laft 315161]. 4s. 1d. 5-8. 

The Committee are of Opinion they ought not to 
be Charged with the old Debt of $470 1. 6s. de- 
manded by the Ordnance of England which is in- 
cluded in the above 129916 1. 4s. 1 d.5-8. and that 
the fame ought not to have been returned in Charge 
upon them, which being deducted out of the above 
48. 1 d.5-8. there remains 230451. 18 si 
1 d.5-8. 

I am alfo Ordered to obferve that in the faid Ge- 
neral View, there is only brought to account one 
half of the whole Year’s Hearth-Money due the 
roth of January laft, whereas they are of Opinion, 
the whole Year's Hearth-Money then due, ought to 
have been brought to Account, which would have 
added to the Credit of the Nation the Sum of 
157601, 

And then the Debt of the Nation would have ap- 
pear'd at Midfummer laft, to be no more than the 
Sum of 7285 1. 18s. 1d. 5-8. 

By the Account No. 1. it appears that after Cree 
dit given for the above Ballance of 7285 1.18s. 1d 5-8. 
till Michaelmas 1707. there will remain above the 
Charge of the Eftablifhment to Michaelmas 1707. 
inclufive, the Sum of 350291. 38. 4d. in which is 
included Three Quarters of a Year's Hearth Money 
comencing the roth of January 1706. and not Col- 
lectable till the roth of January, 1707. amounting 
to 236401. clear of the Charge of Managemen:,: 
which if Dedued out ot the above 350291. 3s. 4d. 
there wi Remain due to the Nation at Michaelmas 
NeXt ------ 113891, 3s. 

Ordered, That the faid Report and the faid Seven 
feveral Abftradts or Reports from the Sub-Com- 
mittees be referred to the Committee of the whole 
Houfe, appointed to take into Confideration the 
Supply granted tc Her Majefty and alfo his Ex- 
cellency the Lord Lieutenant’s Speech. 

Dubiin, July 31. The 28th the Committee went 
on the Supply, and refolved, That the Funds fors 
merly granted by Parliament, and the Revenue of 
the Kingdom, are fufficient to fupport the Govern- 
ment, and difcharge the Publick Debts to and for 
Michaelmas 1707. Refolv’d, That the Supply 
granted to ber Majefty be a Sum fufficient to make 

good the neceffary Branches of the Eftzblifhment 
from Michaelmas 1707. to and for Midfummer 
1709. To which Refolution the Houfe agreed.

* of the Ruffia Ships faid in our laft to be taken by 
the French Dunkirk Squadron. 

North-Shiclds, Auguft 2. This brings the bad 
News of my Ship’s being taken, and i4 more by 
M. Forbin’s Squadron, confifting of 7 Sail of Men 
of War, on the Coaft of Lapland in the Ifland Kil- 
dine, in the Latitude of 69 Degrees 40 Minutes 
the 11th of July. The reft of the Fleet (confifting 
of above 40 Ships, with their Convoy of 3 Men of 
War Captain Haddock Commadore) had a mighty 
Deliverance by a hard Gale fpringing up and a 
thick Fog, which made the Enemy lofe Sight of 
them. The French got between them and us, 
otkerwife we hed efcap’d. The French purfued and 
took us, fome in the Harbour of Kildine ; they 
burnt the Czar’s Ship: They gave usa Flyboat 
ro carry usto Archangel, but we came directly for 
England. We fet fail fiom the Ifland Kildine the 
and arriv'd here to Day. The French faid 
they would ftay there till the Month of October.
